* whence they come: That they are as much 
the Works of the Fleſh, as Adulteries, Forni- 
© cations, c. (Chriſtian Directory, Pag. 739.) That 
Contentious Dividers are carnal Men, and 
have not the Spirit: That Diviſions are the 
* Wounding, . nay, the Killing of the Church, 
as much as lieth in the Dividers; and that 
to reform the Church, by, dividing it, is no 
* wiſer, than to cut out the Liver, or Spleen,

* Office. That Diviſions are the Deformities of 
the Church, the Lamentations of Friends, and 
the Scorn of Enemies: The Diſhonour of

© bers of the Church. That they fill the Church 
with Sins of a moſt odious Nature: They che-

© the Scripture telleth us, That where Envying 
* and Sie is, there is Confuſion, and every evil

Evil?) © They are — to the Perſons 
* themſelves, and rob them of the ſweeteſt Part 
* of Religion : They lead dire&ly to Apoſtacy

© Civil Peace. And, in Pag. 741. Schiſm is a 


* Sin againſt ſo many and clear, and vehement 
Words of the Holy Ghoſt, that tis utterly

* Perjury, are not oftner forbidden in the Goſ- 
* pel, than this: That it 1s contrary to 5-424

* the Deſign of the Spirit of Grace, and to the 
very Nature of Chriſtianity it ſelf: That it is a 
Sin againſt the neareſt Bonds of our higheſt 
Relations to each other: That it is either a 
Dividing Chriſt, or robbing him of a great Part 
* of his Inheritance; and neither of theſe is a 
little Sin. That it is accompanied with Self- 
* Ignorance, and Pride, and great Unthankful- 
* neſs to God: That Church-Dividers are the 
* moſt ſucceſsful Servants of the Devil, being 
Enemies to Chriſt, in his Family and Livery ; 
and, that they ſerve the Devil more effectual- 
* ly than open Enemies. That Schiſm is a Sin,

* That tis a Sin againſt as great and lamentable 
Experiences, as almoſt any Sin can be: And 
this is a heinous Aggravation of it, that it is

God. Laſtly, That it is moſt unlike the Hea-
